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Concern 
is voiced 
at power 
proposal 

PLANS to build a electricity 
substation and pylons would 
devastate tourism, property 
prices and the landscape. 

That is the verdict from a 
survey that reveals the over¬ 
whelming majority of peo¬ 
ple are worried the region 
will suffer under windfarm 
plans. 

Three quarters of those 
questioned believe the 
National Grid’s Mid Wales 
Connection Project will 
have a negative impact. 

Planning inspector An¬ 
drew Poulter is set to give 
his decision at the end of the 
year to windfarms plans in 
Mid Wales 

They involve turbines 
near Llandrindod Wells, 
near Newtown, near Llanid¬ 
loes and two near Machynl¬ 
leth, with a 132kV overhead 
line to the Welshpool sub¬ 
station 

More than 800 people 
took part in a survey com¬ 
missioned by Montgomery¬ 
shire AM Russell George. 

Mr George said: “The 
results of the survey show 
conclusively that while the 
vast majority of people are 
supportive of renewable 
energy, there is deep-seated 
scepticism about the Mid 
Wales Connection Project. 

“There are fears that 
Powys does not have the 
road infrastructure to sup¬ 
port the development of 
wind farms and that the 
project would be negative 
for tourism, property prices, 
the farming industry, wild¬ 
life and the visual amenity 
of our area.” 

Lidrs plans 
for new store 
go to council 

PLANS for a new discount 
supermarket which will cre¬ 
ate 40 jobs have been for¬ 
mally submitted. 

Lidl plans to open a store 
in Mill Lane, Welshpool, op¬ 
posite the town’s Tesco su¬ 
permarket. 

It has now formally sub¬ 
mitted the plans to Powys 
County Council which will 
decide on the plans before 
the end of the year. 

The plans were unveiled 
to the public at an exhibi¬ 
tion last month. Some resi¬ 
dents said they would rather 
see it take over the empty 
Co-op supermarket in Ber- 
riew Street. 

Welshpool Town Council 
will discuss the plans on 
Wednesday at a meeting at 
the town hall at 6pm.

Already people of all ages, in¬ 
cluding those who would struggle 
to walk the two-and-a-half-mile 
circular route around the castle, 
have enjoyed the new attraction. 

SegTrek has been set up by 
Liam Baldi and Tom Cart, who 


saw the potential of people being 
able to explore the National Trust 
managed ground in a fun way. 

They hope families with older 
children will take up the Segway 
trail challenge when they visit the 
castle at half term and are even or¬ 
ganising a Halloween trek for the 
end of the month. 

To use a Segway people have to 
be over six-and-a-half stone to op¬ 
erate it safely. Mr Baldi said: “This 
time of year the autumn colours 
are on full show at Chirk Castle. 


“Segways are a great way to get 
around the grounds and can deal 
with both ascents and descents. 

“We have had visitors in their

CCTV PLEDGE IN 
LIGHTING FIGHT 


OSWESTRY residents who say they 
are plagued with break-ins and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour because footpath 
lights have been switched off have 
been promised a CCTV camera to 
help halt the problems. 


Those living in the 
bank area say plung¬ 
ing their streets into 
darkness after mid¬ 
night has led to an 
increase in vandalism 
and nuisance behav¬ 
iour. 

At a public meeting at 
Holy Trinity School, organ¬ 
ised by Councillor Martin 
Bennett, residents called 
for the lights to be switched 
back on. 

Police Inspector Rik Klair 
told the householders al¬ 
though there had been a re¬ 
cent increase in burglaries 
there was nothing to show 
the incidents were related 
to the “part night burning” 
which has seen footway 
lighting in many residential 
areas turned off between 
midnight and 5am. 

“There has been a spike 
in burglaries in Oswestry 
over the past month but it 
still remains an area of low 
crime,” he said. 

“There are no statistics 
locally or nationally to show 
whether crime has increased 
because the lights are being 
switched off.” 

He said burglars also pre¬ 
ferred to work in good light¬ 
ing as in the dark they had 
to use a torch, which was 
immediately visible.

SOME say he was the helmeted racing 
driver known to millions of Top Gear view¬ 
ers around the world. 

All we know is that Ben Collins, who 
spent eight years undercover as the pro¬ 
gramme’s “tame racing driver”, was in 
Oswestry with a message for all motorists. 

Mr Collins told an audience at the Wynn¬ 
stay Hotel that the driving test and High¬ 
way Code manual are “outdated and 
boring”. 

He wants to see them become more rele¬ 
vant to today’s road conditions. 

Mr Collins was in the town to promote 
his new book, How to Drive: The Ultimate 
Guide. 

“It’s the stuff your instructor missed, 
your dad forgot and your mates pretend to 
know - but don’t,” said Mr Collins, whose 
sold-out visit to the hotel was hosted by 
Oswestry’s Booka Bookshop as one of a se¬ 
ries of events bringing authors to the town. 

Mr Collins said: “The driving test dates 
back to 1935 and doesn’t teach stuff like 
night time driving or how to deal with aq¬ 
uaplaning. As for the Highway Code, people 
don’t want to read boring manuals.” 

“I have done a great deal of research for 
this book. I worked a lot with the police at 
Hendon and talked to driving psychologists. 

“I made plenty of mistakes when I was 
young. I was lethal on the roads. But I 
learned from my mistakes - some people do 
not survive their mistakes.” 

Mr Collins hit the headlines when he un¬ 
masked himself as The Stig, but said he had 
never regretted the decision. 

“It was all over the media anyway,” he 
added. 

And he revealed that controversy-court¬ 
ing Top Gear host Jeremy Clarkson “is not 
a great driver”. 

“He doesn’t listen when you try to teach 
him something. I am learning all the time - 
we all benefit from learning.” 


Study on 
health is 
set to be 
presented 

FINDINGS of a health study 
by Welshpool Town Council 
that warns lives will be put 
at risk if A&E services are 
moved away from Shrews¬ 
bury is to be presented to 
hospital bosses. 

The town council carried 
out the Mid Wales Health 
Study earlier this year and it 
will now present its findings 
to the Shrewsbury and Tel¬ 
ford Hospitals NHS Trust 
and Powys teaching Health 
Board. 

The council will hold the 
presentation at the town 
hall in Welshpool on De¬ 
cember 2 at 11.30am and 
members of the public are 
welcome. 

The study, compiled by 
the town council and the 
North Montgomeryshire 
Local Council Forum, said 
the A&E must remain at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
until there is proper provi¬ 
sion put in place for patients 
over the border. 

The report warns that 
if the A&E department is 
moved to Telford it could re¬ 
sult in the loss of lives. 

The report also rec¬ 
ommends that the Welsh 
Assembly sends funding 
directly to the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospitals NHS 
Trust. 

The information is based 
on surveys handed out in 
Mid Wales between July 1 
and 15. 

The report comes as 
Shropshire health bosses 
work on the Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme. 

That programme is look¬ 
ing at how health services in 
the county can be best pro¬ 
vided in the future. 

Man suffers 
sex assault in

says to reach the target of 
cutting carbon emissions 
by 80 per cent by 2050, 
Britain will have to scrap 
virtually all electricity 
generation from gas and 
coal. 

He proposes that instead 
of investing “huge sums” in 
wind power, money should 
instead be invested in shale 
gas extraction and small nu¬ 
clear reactors. 

His comments on wind- 
farms were welcomed by 
members of Shropshire 
North Against Pylons 
(Snap), which is fighting 
plans that would see Na¬ 
tional Grid create a major 
power line from Cefn Coch, 
near Llanfair Caereinion, 
to Lower Frankton, near 
Oswestry. 

The line will take energy 
generated from proposed 
windfarms in Mid Wales to 
the national network. 

A Snap spokeswoman said 
it agreed windfarms had 
had their day, but disagreed 
with shale gas extraction. 
“The facts and figures show 
that windfarms aren’t relia¬ 
ble and cause large scale de¬ 
struction in the countryside 
to generate energy for towns 
and cities,” she said. 

“I think we’ve got enough 
windfarms now. They’re not 
reliable and need a back up. 
We don’t necessarily agree 
with Mr Paterson about 
shale gas, but I think we 
need a mixture of power 
sources.” The outcome of 
a planning inquiry into the 
Mid Wales windfarms will 
dictate whether the power 
line is needed.

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Chamber 
fears the

ANOTHER new edge of 
town supermarket planned 
for Oswestry could affect 
the number of people visit¬ 
ing the town centre, busi¬ 
ness leaders have warned. 

Oswestry Chamber of 
Commerce said retailers are 
already facing the threat 
of a new retail complex off 
Shrewsbury Road. 

Now the town is facing 
the prospect of a Lidl store 
onVictoria Road. 

Andrew Clarke, who rep¬ 
resented the chamber of

“I asked if any contribu¬ 
tions were being made to the 
community as part of the 
proposed development and 
the response was unclear, 
suggesting that a request 
or condition had not been 
made of them to do so.” 

Chamber members said 
that offering car parking 
spaces at the Lidl store and 
at the Shrewsbury Road de¬ 
velopment might impact on 
the footfall in town and on 
revenue raised by Oswestry 
Town Council’s car parks. 

Chamber chairman 
Heather Noble said mem¬ 
bers were worried fewer 
people would park in the 
town centre.

Council budget cut sparks 
service provision warnings

A DRAMATIC reduction in services is on the horizon after Powys 
County Council’s budget was slashed by more than £8 million. 

The Welsh Assembly has cut the authority’s budget by 4.4 per cent, dropping 
from £182.4 million to £174.3 million next year. It comes on top of the council’s 
need to cut £70 million from its budget by 2020. 

Montgomeryshire Assembly Member Russell George, who is also a county councillor for 
Newtown, said the cut is “grossly unfair”. He said: “Powys County Council covers nearly 
- a quarter of the land mass of Wales.

incidences 
of attacks 
highlighted 

POLICE in Shropshire and Mid Wales are 
dealing with an average two cases of do¬ 
mestic violence every hour of the day, new 
figures have revealed. 

Officers receive on average 1,117 reports 
of domestic abuse per month across the re¬ 
gion and have dealt with a total of 79,065 
incidents of domestic violence in the last 
five years. 

In Shropshire, 12 people have already 
used their right to ask if their partner has 
a violent past under the domestic violence 
disclosure scheme, also known as Clare’s 
Law, since it came into force earlier this 
year. 

A total of 61,319 incidents of domestic vi¬ 
olence from a man towards a woman were 
reported to officers in the region across the 
five year-period, with figures increasing 
each year in Mid Wales, while 9,797 calls 
were regarding violence from a woman to¬ 
wards a man over the same time frame. 

Superintendent Steve Cullen, head of 
protecting vulnerable people for West Mer¬ 
cia Police urged victims to come forward. 

He said: “We would encourage anyone 
who is suffering domestic abuse or thinks 
they may be at risk to come forward. 

“A robust response and risk assessment, 
strong links with partners and new powers 
to help protect people from domestic abuse 
including the domestic violence disclosure 
scheme also known as Clare’s Law which 
launched earlier this year all help to pro¬ 
vide a robust response to domestic abuse in 
West Mercia.” 


“It delivers services over a vast distance 
and has been squeezed year after year to 
the point where frontline services are being 
affected. 

“The formula that the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment uses to decide how much each coun¬ 
cil receives across Wales is grossly unfair, 
and provides urban councils in south Wales 
with far more attractive financial settle¬ 
ments, and this should change.” 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP, 
added: “These are very serious cuts to 
Powys council’s funding which are going 
to result in some dramatic reductions in 
services the council will be able to deliver. 

“I agree with the Welsh Government’s 
decision to invest more in the Welsh NHS, 
reversing the failure over many years to 
match NHS investment in England. How¬ 
ever, the cuts to the council’s budget are 
draconian. It is the seventh year in a row 
that Powys has received one of the lowest 
settlements of any council from Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment. 

“The Welsh Government budget is not 
fair to Powys Council. Our councillors are 
going to have to make some very tough de¬ 
cisions. We must work with the council to 
ensure that fundamental services are pro¬ 
tected. 

“The Welsh Government has left us out 
in the cold and I urge councillors to focus 
on supporting the most vulnerable, who 
often depend on council services the most.” 

Leighton Andrews, public services minis¬ 
ter, admitted the settlement was “challeng¬ 
ing.” He added: “It is challenging but this 
is a consequence of the large-scale budget 
reductions being imposed by the UK Gov¬ 
ernment. 

“However, unlike England, we have pro¬ 
tected local authorities in Wales from the 
bulk of these cuts over the past five years. 

“To limit the impact next year for any 
individual council, I am putting in place a 
damping mechanism so that no authority 
will see a year on year reduction of more 
than 4.5 per cent. This Government has 
worked hard to find extra resources for so¬ 
cial services and schools.” 


UNION bosses at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital say they are willing to take fur¬ 
ther strike action in a pay dispute with the 
Government. 

Staff from the award-winning hospital 
took part in a national four-hour strike on 
Monday, some for the first time in their 
careers. 

The Unison and Unite unions voted to 
take action after the Government went 
against advice to give healthcare workers 
a one per cent pay rise. 

Aaron Jones, Unison representative of 
staff at the orthopaedic hospital, said the 
strike action was widely supported by the 
branch. 

He said: “We’re here for pay, for the re- 


“We know we’re a care providing service 
so it takes a lot for us to take action. The 
last action over pay was 32 years ago. 

“We would definitely be willing to take 
further action and the unions have said it 
won’t be the end of it if the Government 
don’t change their policy.” 

The independent pay review body for the 
NHS recommended a one per cent increase 
for all NHS staff, however, Health Secre¬ 
tary Jeremy Hunt has so far ignored the 
recommendations. 

The hospital’s human resources director 
Ruth Tyrrell said contingency plans were 
put in place during the four-hour walkout.

Councillor John Powell, cabinet member 
for environmental protection, said: “Twit¬ 
ter users are also being asked to get behind 
the council’s #AllCleanedUp social media 
campaign, which aims to remind dog own¬ 
ers to clean up after their dogs. 

“Anyone with a Twitter account is asked 
to send a photo of their dog to @PowysCC 
using the hashtag #AllCleanedUp and the 
council will retweet the photo to their fol¬ 
lowers.”

Councillor Powell said: “The council’s

red-handed”, although he had initially got 
away. 

Judge Barrie told 33-year-old Fury it 
was an “unpleasant, opportunist and self¬ 
ish theft” in which he had used violence to 
avoid being detained. 

The judge said the assault was an aggra¬ 
vating feature of the burglary. 

Fury, of Lime Grove, Oswestry, was 
jailed for 14 months for burglary. 

He was given a concurrent two-month 
sentence for assault. 

Fury had admitted both charges, the 
crown court was told. 

Mr Kevin Grego, prosecuting, said the 
incident happened in The George on Bailey 
Head around 1pm on August 1. 

He said that Miss Becket saw the defend¬ 
ant with a blue cash box in his hand which 
had been taken from the private area of the 
pub. 

“As he ran for the door she was able to 
grab his jacket and there was a struggle. 

“He told her to get off and pushed her 
against a wall when his elbow or fist struck 
her in the face,” he said. 

The landlady’s partner arrived and 
punched the defendant in a bid to stop the 
attack. 

Fury dropped the cash box and was able 
to wriggle free from his upper clothing and 
ran off wearing just his trousers. 

The court heard that Fury was identified 
from CCTV images from inside the pub 
and had been on bail awaiting sentence for 
other offences. 

He is currently serving a nine-month 
sentence imposed on August 19 for theft 
and shoplifting, the court was told. 

Fury has a string of previous convictions 
for burglary, assault, petty theft, public 
order offences and attempt burglary. 

Miss Debra White, for Fury, said her cli¬ 
ent accepted that he had assaulted the vic¬ 
tim during the struggle to get away. 

She said he had problems with drugs and 
had served a sentence in May and had split 
from his partner and his offending contin¬ 
ued from July on his release.

Inspector's report critical 
of group's care standards

A DAMNING report has found that carers working for a company 
were not competent and people had suffered “neglect” as a result. 

Care firm Reach has been criticised for breaching 14 care regulations during 
its spell delivering domiciliary care for Powys County Council this year. 

A report by the Care and Social Services Inspectorate Wales found that care was deliv¬ 
ered by staff who in some cases had not completed mandatory training. It also found that 
in one case, a vulnerable person needed hospital treatment after a fall but had been left 
lying on the floor because a home visit was missed. Reach was sacked by the council last 
- month after complaints by users that it was 


Truck pull

ONE of Oswestry’s town centre streets 
will grind to a halt as teams of the town’s 
toughest men and women take part in a 
spectacular test of physical and mental en¬ 
durance.

It was taken on in May after the council 
ended the contracts of 20 home care pro¬ 
viders in favour of new contracts with four 
companies. 

The report says: “People using services 
in Powys cannot be confident that the care 
they receive will be delivered by care giv¬ 
ers who are competent and skilled to meet 
their needs. 

“Staff who had transferred into Reach 
in this area had not completed manda¬ 
tory training as set out by Care Council 
for Wales (CCfW), which includes food hy¬ 
giene, medication, protection of vulnerable 
adults, moving, and handling and infection 
control, prior to the commencement of de¬ 
livering services. 

“This had resulted in staff being unable 
to deliver appropriate care and safeguard¬ 
ing investigations evidenced that some peo¬ 
ple had suffered neglect as a result.” 

It added: “In the Powys area the provider 
had not provided staff with people’s service 
delivery plans on commencing services. In¬ 
stead care staff relied on service plans com¬ 
pleted by other agencies which were often 
outdated or in some cases had not been 
provided.” 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM 
and a Powys County Councillor, said: “I 
do think that the spotlight should be shone 
much wider than Reach; other providers 
who took on the contact need to be exam¬ 
ined, as does Powys County Council’s han¬ 
dling of the tender and processes.” 

Bethan Evans, corporate director of 
Reach, said people were let down, while the 
company was “significantly understaffed” 
from the outset. 

She said: “We were simply unable to 
deliver the amount and quality of care ex¬ 
pected of us, until we had overcome those 
staffing challenges.” 

Powys County Council said it will “take 
every opportunity to learn for the future to 
ensure that the highest possible service de¬ 
livery is maintained.”

OSWESTRY has seen its new CCTV system 
officially launched - with it being hailed as 
the best in Shropshire. 

West Mercia Police crime commissioner 
Bill Longmore was in Oswestry to see for 
himself the new CCTV cameras and mon¬ 
itors. 

His department gave £68,000 to fit 15 
new cameras and a bank of flat screen mon¬ 
itors to replace the original system that 
opened in Oswestry 14 years ago. 

“Oswestry is an example that the rest of 
the region will want to follow,” Mr Long- 
more said. 

“It is a fine example of the police work¬ 
ing with the community and I hope we can 
continue this partnership working as we 
look at how Oswestry Police Station can 


develop. We are also getting a lot of other 
towns asking to come and look at this sys¬ 
tem in Oswestry.” 

“The old system cost £10,000 a year to 
maintain while this new one is costing jut 
£3,000 a year. We have a much better sys¬ 
tem that is much cheaper to run.” 

Superintendent James Tozer of West 
Mercia Police said: “This is the best vol¬ 
unteer scheme in West Mercia with its vol¬ 
unteers giving up their time come rain or 
shine.” 

Oswestry Town Council agreed to pay out 
the £68,000 which will reimbursed by the 
police and crime commissioner. 

The town council is also paying revenue 
costs of £10,000 a year towards the salary of 
a CCTV coordinator.

This week we celebrate the 
upgrading of Oswestry’s CCTV 
system with a warning that funds 
are going to be needed from 
somewhere to keep things run¬ 
ning in the long term. 

The short term future is as¬ 
sured following a £70,000 up¬ 
grade to give the town one of the 
country’s top systems and we 
must doff our caps to Oswestry 
Council and West Mercia Police 
Commissioner Bill Longmore for 
backing the scheme with badly 
needed cash. 

Oswestry’s CCTV system was 
first introduced in 2001 and has 
now been completely replaced 
with a state-of-the-art digital 
wireless set-up. There are brand 
new cameras in the town centre 
and new recording equipment in 
the control room. 

It has been part funded by the 
town council with a three-year 
funding commitment from Mr 
Longmore. That means Oswest¬ 
ry Town Council has three years 
to come up with methods of 
self-funding the system or see it 
fall back into disrepair. 

It’s unlikely there will be further 
funding from the Crime Com¬ 
missioner’s pot, in fact in three 
year’s time I’ll wager the West 
Mercia force won’t have its own 
leader - if it exists at all with ru¬ 
mours growing of merger with 
West Midlands. 

So the money will have to 
come from private sources and 
that means local businesses get¬ 
ting behind the scheme and in¬ 
dividuals coming forward to man 
the system on a voluntary basis. 

After all there is no point hav¬ 
ing CCTV if it is not being prop¬ 
erly monitored. 

There is no doubting the value 
of CCTV. Its use in bringing crim¬ 
inals to justice is without ques¬ 
tion - a fact which outweighs 
evidence that the systems have 
only a small effect on reducing 
crime. 

This is another case of 
Oswestry leading the way where 
others will surely follow. 

Oswestry athlete Amy Hughes 
ran 53 marathons in 53 days and 
raised more than £35,000 for 
charity. 

I’m sure accolades will be go¬ 
ing her way for this remarkable 
achievement - she’s nominated 
for BBC Sports Personality Of 
The Year.

Fresh start for school 
brings new opportunities 


Changes have been made 
in the education set-up in 
St Martins near Oswestry. 
SUE AUSTIN finds out more 

THREE years ago education in 
the village of St Martins near 
Oswestry was in jeopardy. 

With its secondary school, Rhyn 
Park, having only a few hundred pu¬ 
pils, it was on Shropshire Council’s 
list of those in danger of closing. 

Today the former mining village has 
Shropshire’s very first all-age educa¬ 
tional establishment. 

And the council’s deputy leader says 
the school is set to become a model for 
other areas of the county to follow in the 
future. 

Although St Martins School was set up 
two years ago the primary schoolchildren 
were still being housed in the former 
Ifton Heath building until July. 

Refurbished 

They moved into their newly built or 
refurbished classrooms on the former 
Rhyn Park site last month. 

And the youngsters were among those 
who helped celebrate the official opening 
last week. 

Invictus Games celebratory Mikey Hall 
who won a gold and a bronze in the ar¬ 
chery competition representing the Brit¬ 
ish Armed Forces Team, returned to his 
former classrooms to perform the official 
opening. 

He said the new school was unrecog¬ 
nisable. 

The sportsman said: “I came in and 
thought ‘Wow’ this is so different from 
when I was here. 

“It looks brilliant and I am so pleased 
for the children of St Martins. 

“They have a wonderful school.” 

He said he was amazed to find out that

a couple of his old teachers still worked 
there. 

“I met up with Miss Green, the sci¬ 
ence teacher again, only now she is Mrs 
Turtle,” he said. 

Nervous 

Unlike at the Invictus Games, Mr 
Hall’s parents Tony and Inge were at 
St Martins School to see their son cut 
the tape at the opening. 

“He told us that we couldn’t go down 
to the games because it would make 
him too nervous,” Mrs Hall said. 

“We say him on the television and we 
were so proud.” 

News that there was to be an all¬ 
age school in St Martins was met with 
anger by some parents of primary 
school children. 

Some were worried that it was wrong 


for children as young as three to be on 
the same campus as 16-year-olds. 

But head of school Sue Lovecy said 
that already those fears had proved to 
be unfounded. 

“Since the nursery and primary age 
children moved on site, the atmosphere 
has changed, it seems calmer.” she said. 

“The older children love having the 
younger ones here and really respect 
them. 

“You can see them opening doors 
for the little ones and given them high 
fives. It is a lovely atmosphere.” 

Closure 

Local Councillor Steve Davenport 
said that it was great to see the school 
finally working on one site. 

He said: “Three years ago we were 
looking at the closure of the secondary 


school in St Martins if something was 
not done. 

“A secondary school with less that 500 
pupils simply wasn’t going to survive. 

“We had to make a decision to go for 
this groundbreaking all-age school or 
lose secondary education in St Martins.” 

Councillor Anne Hartley cabinet por- 
folio holder for children’s services at 
Shropshire Council, said she believed 
that other areas would follow St Mar¬ 
tins’s lead. 

“The local education authority should 
be very proud of what has happened 
here in St Martins,” she said. 

One pupil who says she has benefited 
is Charlotte Conlan who is studying 
childcare as one of her subjects. 

“I go into the nursery once a day and 
I help with lunch once a week. It’s great 
to have the younger children on site,” 
she said. 

Excelled 

Charlotte, from Chirk moved from 
Ysgol Dinas Bran to St Martins and her 
mother, Clare said: “She has really ex¬ 
celled since she moved. 

“This is a small school and that has 
really helped her. 

“She takes part in school productions 
and is in the new community choir.” 

Rebecca Bower said she also moved 
her daughter six-year-old Tilleigh to St 
Martins from another school and said 
she loved it. 

The chance to have all the family at 
one school was the reason Heidi Tatters 
chose St Martins for her children, Bai¬ 
ley, 11, Xander, 15 and eight-year-old 
Freya. 

“It is so much easier to take and pick 
them up from one school,” she said. 

Lorraine Marrs said her 11-year-old 
son, Drew really enjoyed being at the 
school. 

“It is great to have a secondary school 
within walking distance and she still 
sees the junior staff so its not breaking 
links with his primary education,” she 
explained.

Four weeks ago I was call¬ 
ing for the party conferences to 
be cut short in order for Parlia¬ 
ment to be recalled to discuss 
the Scottish referendum result 
and to answer the much needed 
question regarding English votes 
for English laws.

He or she will contact the Highways Department of your local council to 
report the accident and establish who is responsible for maintaining the paving. Reporting the accident is essential to any claim, as is photographic 
evidence of the hazard that caused it. If you have not taken photographs already you should do so now, placing something like a coin alongside to 
give an indication of the size of the defective area.

Plan for 
county 
university 
is flawed 

LOCAL politicians and 
some Shrewsbury people 
welcome the perceived sub¬ 
sidised financial benefits of 
the town’s new university. 

However, the benefits to 
the national economy and 
the value for money to the 
tax/rate payers who will 
ultimately finance this pro¬ 
ject, from local rates and na¬ 
tional taxes via the Higher 
Education Funding Council 
and student fees (less than 
half of which are repaid) are 
highly problematic. 

The key flaw is the paro¬ 
chial perspective. Univer¬ 
sities have to operate in a 
highly competitive market 
place for students, academic 
staff and researchers. The 
need for yet another univer¬ 
sity should be based essen¬ 
tially on an analysis of the 
relationship between na¬ 
tional higher education and 
national labour markets. 
This has not been assessed. 

Public investment in new 
universities face diminish¬ 
ing returns - see the uni¬ 
versity league tables where 
the lower positions are dom¬ 
inated by newer universi¬ 
ties delivering low quality 
outcomes. There are 120 
universities plus another 
40 higher education institu¬ 
tions in the UK delivering 
degree and post-graduate 
courses to a student popula¬ 
tion of 2.3 million. 

From the physical plan¬ 
ning point of view, it is hard 
to think of a worse site for a 
new university than an his¬ 
torical town crammed into 
a series of river loops.

Solar site

A DEVELOPER says solar 
farms are “nothing to fear”. 
The example he then takes 
is Wymeswold airfield - pre¬ 
cisely the kind of brownfield 
site that the Government 
recommends and those 
campaigning against solar 
farms in south Shropshire 
would not oppose either. 

This is a very different 
site from the good agricul¬ 
tural land it is proposed to 
use in Whitton.

So 
instead of our planners act¬ 
ing for the good of the com¬ 
munity on any proposals 
the pressure is on to wave 
proposals through, to avoid 
expensive appeals and to 
collect the income generated 
by any new development.

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Funding 
shortage 
leads to 
mergers 

A CHARITY which sup¬ 
ports struggling families in 
Oswestry has had to merge 
with similar groups after 
losing vital council funding. 

Home-Start North Shrop¬ 
shire and Oswestry has 
merged with Home-Start 
Shrewsbury and Home- 
Start Southern Shropshire 
to form Home-Start Shrop¬ 
shire in Shrewsbury to keep 
running costs down. 

Redundancy notices have 
been handed to five of the 
15 staff members across the 
three offices, as part of the 
re-structuring plan. 

It comes after Shropshire 
Council cut Home-Start’s 
funding for core work from 
£175,000 in 2013 to zero in 
2014. 

The three offices, which 
formerly ran as independ¬ 
ent charities in the county, 
have now merged and will 
serve the county separately 
and alongside Home-Start 
Telford &Wrekin. 

Home-Start Shropshire, 
which supported 120 fam¬ 
ilies in 2012/13 and 94 in 
2013/14, is currently bid¬ 
ding for a Big Lottery grant 
jointly with Home-Start Tel¬ 
ford and Wrekin for a short¬ 
term solution. 

And it is hoped that if 
successful, the grant will 
lead to a recruitment drive 
next year and the ability 
to support more families. 
Home-Start Shropshire is 
also working in partnership 
with YSS, a charity based in 
Worcester, to provide short 
term family support. 


Town trail and new play 
will recognise war poet 


A WALKING trail and a new play celebrating the life of war poet Wil¬ 
fred Owen will be officially launched next month in his home town. 

The play will be performed by Llanymynech Amateur Dramatic Society and 
tells the story of the last 24-hours of the Oswestry-born poet’s life, while the 
town trail will show the life of the Owen family when they lived in Oswestry 
up to 1897. 

Both projects were made possible by a £10,000 grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund’s 
First World War: then and now programme, and will be launched on November 4 at 

' Oswestry Cricket Club - as close to Plas 
Wilmot, the house Owen was born in, as 
possible. 

For local playwright Neil Rhodes, the 
funding gave him the opportunity to write 
the play he had always wanted to about the 
poet’s life. 

Mr Rhodes said: “The project was an ideal 
way to give local young people an involve¬ 
ment in commemorating the First World 
War and getting them to appreciate how 
important Wilfred Owen and his poetry are 
not only to Oswestry but also nationally. 

“The Marches School, Oswestry School 
and Llanfyllin High School are all involved 
in the project and young people from the 
schools will be involved in the production 
through drama and research.” 

Meanwhile the town trail highlights the 
parts of Oswestry that were important to 
Wilfred Owen and his family when they 
lived in the town. 

The trail was written by Wilfred Owen en¬ 
thusiast John Waine. 

He said: “The legacy of Wilfred Owen’s 
poetry must never be overlooked and I 
didn’t feel that we celebrated him enough 
in Oswestry. Writing the trail and seeing 
it being transformed into a guided tour 
will, I’m sure, bring Wilfred Owen home to 
Oswestry as our most important son.” 

The play will be performed at The 
Marches School on November 7 and 8 and 
at Llanymynech Village Hall on November 
13 to 15. 


Farmer Marc 
wins top prize 

A FACT-finding mission to New Zealand 
which led to a radical restructuring of a 
farm has helped a farmer scoop top honours 
in the Farmers Weekly annual awards. 

Sheep farmer Marc Jones, 31, was named 
Farmers Weekly Young Farmer of the Year 
for the way he has rejuvenated the farm he 
works with his father and increased profits. 

He visited New Zealand in 2009 as part of 
a scholarship run by Meat Promotion Wales 
where he saw how innovative New Zealand 
lamb production systems could be adapted 
to the UK. 

On returning home to Trefnant Hall 
Farm, near Welshpool, he told his father 
David that they should convert the sheep 
unit from an inside-lambing, intensive en¬ 
terprise to a low-maintenance, outdoor sys¬ 
tem. As a result he has cut wintering costs 
from £25 to £4.75 a ewe and now sells to 
Sainsbury’s. The changes have transformed 
the farm’s finances, as in 2012/13, operating 
profit reached £131,280, up from £82,374. 

He said: “I learned a lot on the scholar¬ 
ship. Now I plan to boost profit to the point 
where we don’t have to depend on subsi¬ 
dies.”

care rules 

NEW rules on healthcare 
funding which will give 
people the right to have a 
budget so that they can ar¬ 
range their own care have 
been met with both ap¬ 
proval and caution by an 
Oswestry-based solicitor. 

Victoria Wilson, a senior 
solicitor with GHP Legal, 
said while the right to have 
a personal health budget 
undoubtedly brought many 
advantages, a lot of people 
would find managing one 
too onerous a task. 

Since April this year peo¬ 
ple eligible for NHS Contin¬ 
uing Healthcare have had a 
“right to ask” for a personal 
health budget, but from Oc¬ 
tober 2014 this will change 
to a “right to have”. 

An eligible person will be 
able to demand that direct 
payments are made to them 
as of right, which will ena¬ 
ble them to choose how their 
care is paid and supplied, 
tailor-made to their own 
specific needs. 

Miss Wilson said: “The 
changes could be signifi¬ 
cant for an elderly person 
in a care home, or someone 
needing to go into one as 
they could instead arrange 
care in their own home, 
employing their own carers 
and having the cost funded 
by the NHS.” 

“However, the majority 
of people in this position 
either don’t have capacity 
to organise their own care 
or find the responsibility an 
overwhelming burden,” she 
added.

Waterways association

Bus driver is 
hurt in assault 

A BUS driver was left with injuries to his 
wrist after being assaulted by a cyclist. 

The driver was on the number 53 Arriva 
bus which had stopped on Old Whittington 
Road to pick up passengers at the stop oppo¬ 
site Gobowen Working Men’s Club. 

PC Scott Harrower from Oswestry police 
said: “The incident happened at around 
9.15am on September 18 as the driver pre¬ 
pared to move away from the stop. 

“He looked in his mirror and saw a cyclist 
riding past who then thumped the bus with 
his hand. 

“The cyclist then put his bike down in 
front of the bus and walked up to the driv¬ 
er’s open window where he physically as¬ 
saulted the driver, leaving him with minor 
injuries to his wrist.” 

The cyclist is described as a white man 
in his late 40s, approximately 5ft 6ins tall, 
of stocky build with receding possibly grey 
hair. He was wearing a dark jacket, dark 
jeans, a red and black rucksack and train¬ 
ers. 

Police are appealing for the cyclist to 
come forward along with any witnesses and 
passengers on the bus at the time. 


Ellesmere. 

The outline application, which could cre¬ 
ate more than 100 jobs, has already been 
welcomed by many in the town who believe 
it will boost business .

But Mr Brown said the plans could also 
have an effect on the nearby Ellesmere 
Yard, home to 19th century preserved 
Grade II listed buildings. 

He said: “We have the best canal yard in 
the country and the plans are to build a two 
or three storey hotel in front of it. 

“But this kind of site shouldn’t have a 
big hotel block virtually opposite, it would 
be much better if this end of the site was a 
public open space.” 

But a statement from Nigel Thorns Plan¬ 
ning Consultancy said that the scheme 
could “provide a link between the town cen¬ 
tre and the canal” which would “regenerate 
and promote the areas between”. 


Paraglider breaks his back

A PARAGLIDER from 
Melverley near Oswestry is 
recovering in hospital after 
breaking his back in a crash 
while flying over cliffs in 
San Diego in California. 

Mark Dann, 46, who runs 
Beyond Extreme Paraglid¬ 
ing, crashed against the sea 
cliffs with rescuers having 
to climb down to reach him, 
before he was airlifted to 
hospital. 

Mr Dann admitted later 
that he had taken off when 
there was no wind, some¬ 
thing he tells his students 
they must never do. 

His wife Rachael said: 
“He is going to be perfectly 
fine but he has been a very 
very lucky man. 

“People were able to get 
to him very quickly and a 
helicopter was brought in to 
airlift him to hospital. 

“He has flown all over the 
world and if he had been 
somewhere where there are 
not such great facilities, he 
might not have made it.” 

Mr Dann is expected to 
stay in the hospital in San 
Diego - where surgeons used 
one of his lower ribs to fuse 
his vertebrae together - for 
about four weeks. 

He says that he will be 
back flying within months.

Eva Bredsdorff, Powysland Museum cura¬ 
tor, said the exhibitions at the venue will cover 
everything from propaganda to the trenches to 
the home front. 

She said: “This year is now the 100th anniver-

sary of the start of the First World War and mu¬ 
seums and other organisations all over Britain 
and on the continent will be commemorating 
this event. 

“Powysland Museum is planning an exhibition 
on the war for each year until 2018 with displays 
covering various aspects including propaganda, 
the trench-war and the home front. 

“For the 2014 exhibition, the museum is fo¬ 
cusing on the people of Montgomeryshire, espe¬ 
cially the soldiers from the areawho fought and, 
in some cases, died in what they then called The 
Great War. 


“This will especially include the campaigns 
and actions of the Montgomeryshire Yeomanry, 
but will also comprise local men from other reg¬ 
iments as well as photographs of unknown ser¬ 
vicemen from the area.” 

Ms Bredsdorff said she would like to hear from 
people who have memorabilia connected with 
the war. 

The museum curator added: “The displays 
will be based on the museum’s own collection of 
war memorabilia and objects, but it is planned 
that the 2018 exhibition will give local people an 
opportunity to lend relevant items to the mu¬ 
seum thus ensuring that hitherto hidden stories 
about local men are made accessible to a wider 
audience.” 


Scheme 
a success 

A SCHEME run in Shrop¬ 
shire to help people with 
mental health problems get 
back into employment has 
been hailed a success by 
Government ministers. 

The project involves one- 
to-one therapy and employ¬ 
ment support to help people 
get, and stay in competitive 
jobs. 

The pilot is part of a Gov¬ 
ernment trial of a new ap¬ 
proach to get people back 
to work, which involves re¬ 
ferrals from Jobcentres to 
personalised employment 
support and talking thera¬ 
pies. In Shropshire and Tel¬ 
ford, 59 people have been 
referred so far, giving them 
the skills and support they 
need to gain employment.

Among the students were Ali Grif¬ 
fiths and Will Thom.

Coverage 
solution 
available 
says boss 

THE boss of a new Oswestry 
communications company 
says technology is available 
to solve the county’s mobile 
phone signal problems. 

But he said mobile phone 
companies are reluctant to 
use solutions such as du- 
al-sim phones and domes¬ 
tic roaming. Mike Harris, 
chairman of The Network 
Selector in Oswestry, said 
he has heard many stories 
about bad reception and loss 
of signal from businesses 
across Shropshire. 

His company is address¬ 
ing some of the issues by in¬ 
troducing new services, but 
he admitted it didn’t solve 
the underlying problem that 
mobile phone companies do 
not have a good enough cov¬ 
erage in Shropshire. 

One of the new services 
will be a service similar to 
the roaming service availa¬ 
ble when abroad. Calls will 
be automatically routed to 
the strongest network sig¬ 
nal based on the current 
location of the customer, 
minimising the risk of hav¬ 
ing no signal. 

Mr Harris said the fact 
that the system works 
proved that there was no 
real reason why mobile 
phone companies couldn’t 
make sure the whole of the 
county was covered. 

He said: “There’s no¬ 
where in the county we’ve 
found we haven’t been able 
to get a service working 
from on one of the provid¬ 
ers. Possibly you might find 
a complete and utter black¬ 
out in a dip between hills 
somewhere, but they’re very 
rare. 

“If you can use multiple 
networks you can avoid sig¬ 
nal black spots. Currently 
the providers don’t want 
that to happen but we as 
an independent can force 
that to switch using a bit of 
cl ever technology.” _

Dairy protests 
to continue, say 
farming leaders 

PROTESTS held by dairy farmers calling for a better price 
for the milk they supply are a “line in the sand” - and will 
continue across the country until a fairer deal is agreed, 
according to a campaign leader. 

David Handley, chairman of Farmers for Action, said 
farmers had been left “nowhere to go” following the latest 
announcement of cuts in the price paid for milk by Shrop¬ 
shire-based dairy giant Muller Wiseman. 

It comes after more than 50 tractors blocked two en¬ 
trances to the Morrisons distribution centre near Bridgwa¬ 
ter in Somerset on Wednesday night last week - two nights 
after 500 campaigners blockaded Muller’s plant at Market 
Drayton. 

Muller has announced the price of milk paid to suppliers 
will be cut by 1.9p from November 1 to 27 pence per litre. 
A previous 1.8p cut came into force at the start of October. 

Some farmers now say they face revenue losses of up to 
25 per cent. They had previously been receiving more than 
30ppl at the start of the year. 

Muller has previously called on farmers to stop and think 
before carrying out further protests, claiming they would 
further damage the industry which is already under severe 
pressure from steep falls in the value of commodities like 
cream and butter. 

Mr Handley said: “It is a sad state of affairs. It has left 
farmers nowhere to go. We have got to do something about 
it. 

“We are not expecting prices to go back up to the 30s at 
the moment but we would like them to be 28 or 29ppl to get 
us through the winter.” 

Paul Rowbottom, co-ordinator for Farmers for Action, 
said: “At the end of the day nobody wants to go protesting 
but we are left with no choice. 

“We tried to speak to managers at Muller last week and 
they came back with nothing at all. Protesting might just 
get their attention.” 

The National Farmers Union has urged supermarkets to 
pay more for milk. 

In Somerset, several Morrisons vehicles were stuck at 
the depot and FFA said protesters would stay until some¬ 
one from the company talked to them.

Infiniti sold very few cars in the 
UK last year but you can ex¬ 
pect to see a lot more on our 
roads with the arrival of a tur¬ 
bocharged petrol version of the 
Q50 premium sports saloon. 

For the confused readers Infiniti 
is Nissan’s up-market offering - the 
same relationship as Lexus has to 
Toyota.

The Q50 is a mid-size, rear-drive saloon
